1. ON JUNE 13 SOVIETS AGREED TO ALMOST EVERY PROVISION

FEW AMENDMENTS PROPOSED BY SOVIETS AND ROMANIANS DID NOT 
EFFECT SUBSTANCE OF PACKAGE AND WERE ACCEPTED AD REFERENDUM 
BY WESTERN NEGOTIATORS. UNLESS OTHERWISE INSTRUCTED, WE 
PLAN TO SUPPORT EARLY REGISTRATION ON FOLLOWING TEXTS ON 
PREAMBLE TO CULTURE AND ON ACCESS AND CONTACTS: 

2. PREAMBLE 

BEGIN TEXT: (INFORMAL TRANSLATION FROM FRENCH ORIGINAL) 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES, 

-CONSIDERING THAT CULTURAL EXCHANGES AND COOPERATION 
CONTRIBUTE TO A BETTER COMPREHENSION AMONG MEN AND AMONG 
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PEOPLES. AND THUS PROMOTE A LASTING UNDERSTANDING 
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AMONG STATES, 

-CONFIRMING THE CONCLUSIONS ALREADY FORMULATED IN 
THIS FIELD AT THE MULTILATERAL LEVEL, PARTICULARLY AT 
THE INTERGOVERNMENTAL CONFERENCE ON CULTURAL POLICIES 
IN EUROPE, OGRANISED BY UNESCO IN HELSINKI IN 
JUNE 1972, AT WHICH THERE WAS MADE EVIDENT INTEREST IN 
A MORE DIVERSIFIED CULTURAL LIFE, 

-INTENDING, WITH THE DEVELOPMENT OF MUTUAL CONFIDENCE 
AND THE FURTHER INPROVEMENT OF RELATIONS BETWEEN THE 
PARTICIPATING STATES, TO CONTINUE FURTHER EFFORTS TO- 
WARD PROGRESS IN THIS FIELD, 

-PREPARED IN THIS SPIRIT TO INCREASE SUBSTANTIALLY 
THEIR CULTURAL EXCHANGES, WITH REGARD TO PERSONS AND 
CULTURAL WORKS, AND TO DEVELOP AMONG THEM AN 
ACTIVE COOPERATION, BOTH ON THE BILATERAL AND MULTI 
LATERAL LEVEL, IN ALL THE FIELDS OF CULTURE, 

-CONVINCED THAT SUCH DEVELOPMENT OF THEIR MUTUAL 
RELATIONS WILL CONTRIBUTE TO THE ENRICHMENT OF THE 
RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES, WHILE RESPECTING THE ORIGIN 
ALITY OF EACH, AS WELL AS TO REINFORCE AMONG THEM A

D. TO DEVELOP CONTACTS AND COOPERATION AMONG PERSONS 
ACTIVE IN THE FIELD OF CULTURE, 

E. TO SEEK NEW FIELDS AND NEW FORMS OF CULTURAL 
COOPERATION, 

THUS STATING THEIR COMMON WILL TO TAKE PRO-
